bundle of stinks not only for pro- 
tection, but for the ability to obtain 
for all what each man individually 
cannot obtain for himself. It is a 
mobilisation of forces a gathering 
of men with common interests and 
identical aims, a highly effective 
army as dstinguished from a .cat 
tered and ineffective force, each man 
fighting for himself against an or- 
ganised enemy and receiving no help 
from hi. neighbors. 

In somewhat less than a month 
the co-operative plan must go over 
the top. Between now and Novem- 
ber 15, 75,000,000 pounds of tobac- 
co must be pledged to make certain 
the success of the movement. If on 
November 15, the burley association 
has in its possession pledges for 
175,000.000 pounds of tobacco, it 
means that Kentucky growers have 
achieved the progress of one hundred 
years practically over night. It will 
mean th.it the state has opened the 
door to the knock of opportunity, 
and thnt the farmers have done 
themselves and fheir progeny a grent 
service. 

II cannot be truthfully .aid that. 
Kentucky in subscribing fully to the 
movement will have 
done a hold thing or will hnve taken 
a breathless and uncertain leap. To 
take advantage of a principle thou 
sands of years old and convert 
into capital is not n breath-taking 
venture. Particularly is this true 
when it is considered that this age- 
old principle of orgsniznton is right 
now n successful operation in the 
I'nted States, not only with respect 
te government, but in relation to ag- 
riculture. 

Kentucky is merely following the 
lead of successful farmer-; in many 
parts of the land. It is being guid- 
ed by SUeh experts as Aaron Sapiro 
The path is not strewn with danger- 
ous crevices. It is broad and true 
Only the most deadly conservatism 
can daunt Kentucky farmers from 
stepping on the highway illuminated 
and niude smooth by growers of va 
rious products in other parts of the 
land.

From Montcomery county 48 chil- 
dren have been received into the 
Kentucky Children's Home Society, 
whereas the county fiscal court has 
contributed $800.90 to its upkeep in 
the quarter century of its existence. 
The quota from Montgomery coun- 
ty is $953.72 and now it is urped 
that every measure carried out to 
raise this sum at once, in order that 
the work of the society may not be 
halted.

$4,0:14.69 with interest from 1909, 
has made no claim for his estate. 
Weare was one of seven heirs to the 
estate of .lured Weare. his brother, 
who died in Fleming eotinty in liMMl. 
The other heirs arc Jerome, Jneub. 
Jaha'.a, Jiiahin. Jaoova and Juza. 

The record in the i-hm- disclosed 
that Jaffa Weare Ml his home in 
Fleming county in L882. He was 
legally declared dead, but was locat- 
ed in the spritifi of 1!»11. when his 
brother, Jaeiib Wearcre. by accident 
learn -d that he was at Malvern, Ar- 
kansas, und went to that city to in- 
form him of the legacy.

From that time to the present 
nothing has been heard of him. In 
the meantime his sister Jacova has 
died, leaving him an additional sum 
of $2,459.24.

In the republic 
of HalU ; one train wreck, the race riot 
at Tulsa, Okla. ; the famine In China, 
emergency relief In famine among the 
Indians of Alnska, the grasshopiiei 
plague in North Dakota and an earth- 
quake In Italy. 

Pueblo Most Serious 

By far Ae most severe of the dls 
asters In the Cnlted States during the 
lierlod covered by the Ited Cross re- 
port was the Pueblo flood early In 
June. 1021. The rehabilitation proh 
lem confronting the Ked Cross In 
Pueblo was one of the most difficult 
In recent years. When the first news 
of the horror was flashed throughout 
the country, the American Red Cross 
National Headquarters responded with 
a grant of »10T>,000 for relief work 
Governor Shoup of Colorado, appi 
citrine the long and successful e\,' 
■On of the Ited Cross In organizing 
disaster relief work, placed the en- 
tire responsibility for the udmlnlstru 
tlon of relief in Its hands. 

In response to appeals from I'res' 
dent IlHrding, Governor Shoup and 
other governors of western states and 
through local chapters of the Red 
Cross and other community organlza 
Hons, public-spirited citizens hrough 
the totul contributed for Uueblo's re 
habituation to more than *32. r >.000. 

The terrible havoc wrought by tie 
Hood waters Is a matter of record 
More than 2.300 homes were affected 
and 7.:t.">l persons were left homeless 
Kstlmates of $500,000 as an absolute 
minimum for rehabilitation were made 
by Red Cross officials In charge of th • 
relief work. 

Fast Work In Wall Street 

The Wall street explosion was Beta- 
Ma. In that relief workers of the Ited 
CtMS were on the scene twenty Mill 
utes after the disaster occurred. The 
race riot at Tnlsa also was unique In 
disaster relief annals in that outside 
of a small emergency relief fund con 
trlbuted by the Red Cross, the only 
relief measures outside the city con 
slsted of. the service of social work 
ers. nurses and a trained executive 
whose object was to assist local fares* 
in directing their own efforts. 

In decided contrast with the pre- 
vious year, only one tornado assumed 
the proportions of a major disaster 
This occurred on April 15. In the bor 
der sections of Texas and Arkttnsa- 
wlth the city of Texarkuna us th* 
eenter. The significant feature of this 
dlsuster relief work was the fact thai 
it covered so much rural territory as 
to muke necessury a large number of 
relief workers. 

The famine in China, necessitating 
relief expenditures totalling more than 
$1,000,000 by the American Red Cross 
was by far the most serious of the 
foreign disasters In which the Ited 
Cross gave aid. 

Builds Up Its Machinery 

In connection with the admlnlstrn 
tlon of disaster relief measures, an In 
.n aslng effectiveness on the part of 
the Red Cross to deal with emergen 
cles was manifested during the past 
year, In .128 Chapters of the Amer' 
can Red Cross there have been formed 
special committees to survey the re 
sourivs of theli| respective communi 
ties und to be prepared In case of 
disaster. In others of the 3,402 active 
Chapters, a network of communication 
has been formed through which inslau 
taneous relief may be dispatched to 
any part of the United States. 

That Its work in this field may be 
continued with ever greater effective- 
ness, (lie American Red Cross Is up 
pealing for widespread renewal of 
membership during Its Annual Roll 
Call, to be conducted this year from 
November 11 to 24. e

UNION FARMERS WILL 

SHIP CO-OPERATIVELY 

Union county fanners are mak- 
ing plans to ship their livestock to 
market on I co-operative plan fol- 1 
lowing the organization of a county 
livestook shipping association at a 
recent meeting nttended by 35 far- 
mers, according to D. G. Card, mar- 
keting specialist from the College of 
Agriculture, who spoke ut the meet- 
ing and outlined a plan of organi- 
zation. Directors of the new asso- 
ciation selected at the meeting were 
Walter Payne, J. T. Sneaks and 
Clem Hancock. Fnrmers who at- 
tended the organization meeting 
pledged 60 hogs for the first car- 
load to be shipped under the new 
plan. The association will have 
headquarters at Wnverly. 

Farmers of the county have ship- 
ped stook to the market on a co-op- 
erative plan prior to the organiza- 
tion of the association and found 
it a profitable method, according to 
County Agent A. M Allen. A sav- 
ing of 30 to 40 per cent of the ship- 
ping costs on each 100 pounds has 
been saved by the method. The or- 
ganization of the association is ex- 
pected to make it passible for the 
largest number of farmers in the
